PROGRAM  IMPROVEMENT 

An  Enrichment  Program  for  Gifted  Pupils 


Enrichment  usually  goes  on  when  a child* s understanding  of  the 
given  topic  or  idea  is  broadened  and  deepened  beyond  those  limits 
usually  expected  for  children  of  a given  age  or  grade. 

A,  The  School  is  responsible  for  and  initiates  program.  Determines 
procedures  for  getting  improvement  program  for  gifted  children 
underway.  This  begins  where  every  program  begins  if  it  is  to  be 
successful — with  the  interest  of  the  school  board.

GUIDE  FOR  SELECTING  SUPERIOR  CHILDREN 


1.  Verbal  facility-- unusual  and  precocious  ability  in  using 
words  and  sentences.  Learns  to  talk  at  early  age. 
Interested  in  verbal  materials  such  as  books. 

2.  Superior  learning  ability*— can  learn  or  memorize  very 
rapidly.  Few  repetitions  needed. 

3.  Capacity  for  abstract  thinking — including  an  ability 
to  make  associations,  to  analyze,  to  evaluate. 

4.  Sensitivity  and  responsiveness--to  others,  to  the  environ 
ment.  There  may  be  a high  degree  of  social  sensitivity 
and  a concern  for  others. 

5.  Unusual  imagination--origlnal  and  creative  approaches, 
novel  ideas. 

6.  Flexibility  of  thinking — many  approaches  to  a problem, 
resourcefulness. 

7.  Curiosity— both  in  depth  (endless  questions  on  one  topic) 
and  breadth  (many  interests) , 

8.  Drive— not  only  the  energy  (initiative)  for  initial 
attainment  but  also  sustained  power  of  attention 
(persistence) . 

9.  Productlvity--abili ty  to  produce  a large  number  of  ideas 
for  a given  situation  and/or  in  a given  length  of  time. 
(Tests  for  creativity  and  fluency  use  this  idea.) 

10.  Maturity--ability  to  handle  own  affairs;  shows  good 

judgment,  objectivity;  has  a fund  of  practical  knowledge. 


Caution!  Personal  observations  are  more  apt  to  be  biased 
than  are  the  results  from  objective  intelligence  tests. 

The  child  who  is  conforming  and  clean  may  be  overrated  while 
non-conformists  who  want  bo  know  "why"  and  insist  on  doing 
things  their  own  way  may  be  underrated.  '‘Average’’  children 
may  do  very  x>rell  in  school  while  the  bright  under-achiever 
may  do  poorly.

If  your  Board  of  School  Directors  plans  to  admit  children  to 
your  first  grade,  who  are  less  than  five  years  and  seven  months  of 
age,  it  is  important  that  you  inform  this  office.  Referrals  for 
early  entrance  examination  should  be  made  before  June  1.  1957. 

Act  184  of  the  School  Laws,  approved  July  27,  1953,  gives  boards 
of  school  directors  discretionary  (not  mandated)  power  to  admit  begin- 
ners who  are  less  than  five  years  and  seven  months  of  age  if  such 
children  have  a mental  age  of  at  least  seven  years  and  if  such  admis- 
sion has  been  recommended  by  tHe*  dounty  Supervisor  of  Special 
Education, 

In  order  that  we  may  set  up  examination  dates  for  the  examina- 
tions to  be  conducted  the  following  procedure  is  recommended; 

1,  In  May,  parents  who  plan  to  enroll  children  in  grade  one 
in  September  of  195?  who  are  less  than  five  years  and  seven 
months  of  age  should  be  informed, 

2,  A date  should  be  set  in  May  for  a group  test  of  mental 
ability  to  be  administered  by  the  first  grade  teacher  to 
determine  if  the  child  meets  the  minimum  requirement,  a mental 
age  of  seven  years, 

3,  Those  children  who  meet  this  requirement  will  be  referred 
to  the  County  Supervisor  who  will  inform  parents  of  the  date 
of  the  ixamination.  Examinations  will  be  scheduled  for  the 
office  of  the  County  Schools  in  Washington  sometime  in  July. 

Your  County  Supervisor  <f  Special  Education  must  make  certain 
that  the  child  is  more  than  v dually  advanced  for  his  age  in  emotional 
development,  ability  to  get  ;ilong  with  other  children  and  adults, 
reading  ability  and  menoal  capacity,  and  at  least  normal  in  height, 
weight,  and  physical  health.  In  addition,  the  school  in  which  the 
child  would  be  enrolled  is  studied  to  make  sure  he  will  not  be  a raisf

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PROGRAM  FOR  EXCEPTIONAL  CHILDREN 


Washington  County  has  a supervisor  of  classes  for  the  mentally  re- 
tarded, a hearing  therapist,  and  a teacher  who  works  with  partially 
sighted  children. 

The  Washington  County  Schools  recognize  a responsibility  to  the 
exceptional  child,  and  the  opportunity  afforded  for  service  to  them. 

The  story  of  the  education  of  exceptional  children  in  Washington  County 
has  been  one  of  growth  and  development.  As  special  needs  have  been 
found,  they  have  been  met  - some  partially  and  some  fully. 

One  of  the  few  sight-saving  programs  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  i 
operated  in  the  Washington  County  schools.  The  traveling  sight  conser- 
vation teacher  helps  partially  sighted  children  hold  their  own  with  non- 
handicapped  children  in  the  regular  classroom.  She  has  a centrally 
located  library  of  sight  conservation  textbooks  housed  in  the  County 
Education  Building.  Often  she  can  match  the  regular  class  textbook 
with  a king-size  edition  especially  prepared  for  visually  handicapped 
children.  Large-type  typewriters  and  "talking  books,"  the  latter 
transcribed  on  records  by  some  of  the  worlds s greatest  readers,  are 
also  items  in  her  kit  of  professional  materials. 

She  maintains  contact  not  only  with  the  child  and  his  regular 
classroom  teacher,  but  also  with  the  child’s  family  and  the  eye 
specialist  who  treats  him.  A major  aspect  of  this  special  teacher’s 
work  deals  with  the  instruction  in  eye  hygiene.  With  her  view  of  the 
whole  chils,  she  is  in  the  most  favorable  position  to  see  that  he  gets 
appropriate  guidance  and  counseling  during  his  school  career.  More  than 
fifty  partially  sighted  children  are  being  helped  to  make  satisfactory 
progress  and  to  have  their  visual  needs  meet  through  the  traveling 
teacher  help  in  their  regular  classrooms. 

( Continued) 
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The  hearing  therapist  is  a teacher  who  uses  her  skill  to  build 
improved  sound  perception  while  working  with  children.  Teaching 
children  to  make  the  most  of  their  impaired  hearing,  is  the  major 
objective  in  this  aspect  of  special  education.  The  teacher  gives  instruc- 
tion in  lipreading  as  a part  of  the  daily  activities. 

The  hard  of  hearing  child  is  taught  to  use  his  remaining  hearing 
to  its  maximum,  too.  After  the  medical  specialist  prescribe  and  fit 
a hearing  aid,  the  teacher  instructs  the  child  in  how  to  get  the  most 
benefit  from  its  use. 

Each  school  district  in  Washington  County  is  served  by  a speech 
correct innist . Nine  of  the  eleven  speech  correctionists  in  Washington 
County  are  employed  by  the  County  Board  of  School  Directors  and  work  out 
of  the  office  of  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  speech 
correct ionist  plans  his  visit  to  schools  so  as  to  help  those  children 
whose  school  progress  or  his  personal-social  adjustment  is  threatened 
by  defective  speech.  Last  year  more  than  1,200  children  were  helped  to 
overcome  stuttering,  lisping,  cleft  palate  speech,  cerebral  palsied 
speech,  and  a variety  of  articulation  disorders  through  speech  therapy. 

The  speech  correctionists*  work  not  only  with  handicapped  children  but 
they  also  conduct  speech  improvement  programs  in  first  grade  classrooms 
where  they  share  their  teahniques  and  special  methods  with  the  regular 
first  grade  teacher.  These  techniques  and  methods  are  also  shared  with 
parents  of  speech  handicapped  children  so  that  each  child  receives  the 
helps  and  support  he  needs  from  a variety  of  sources. 

Programs  of  some  kind  for  the  fast-learning  child  are  being  provided 
in  most  of  the  schools  in  Washington  County.  Early  admission  to  first 
grade  through  special  examinations  by  the  County  Supervisor  of  Special 

(Continued) 
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Education,  age-grade  acceleration,  subject  acceleration,  special  group- 
ings, special  projects,  and  a variety  of  other  activities  which  enrich 
the  school  program  are  to  be  found  at  any  time.  The  identification  of 
superior  children  is  recognized  as  a first  and  basic  step  in  the  organi- 
zation of  a school  program. 

Once  the  children  are  located,  many  schools  organize  a school 
program  so  as  to  meet  the  needs  of  these  children,  while  not  overlooking 
the  needs  of  other  pupils.  Special  science  groups,  special  newspaper 
groups  and  special  creative  writing  groups,  and  language  classes  at  the 
elementary  level  are  examples  of  adjustments  often  made  for  these  children. 

According  to  ¥,  H,  Donaldson,  County  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Special  Education  is  an  integral  element  in  the  Washington  County  Public 
Schools.  Every  child  is  considered  to  have  the  right  to  the  kind  of  edu- 
cation which  bests  suits  his  needs,  E vary  child  is  considered  to  have 
the_rlght_,to  the  kind  of  education  which  suits  his  needs.  Every  child  is 
considered  to  have  the  right  to  an  equal  opportunity  for  education  with 
all  other  children.  Each  child  is  considered  to  be  an  emerging  citizen 
who  will  have  a voice  in  the  affairs  of  the  nation  and  share  in  the 
common  duties  and  privileges  of  citizenship.  As  understanding  and  public 
support  grow  together.  Special  Education  facilities  will  reach  the  point 
where  all  children  will  have  the  educational  advantages  which  best  meets 
their  needs. 
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HEARING  HANDICAPPED 


More  than  12,000  children  have  been  given  hearing  tests  during  the 
current  year.  Children  who  are  found  to  have  serious  hearing  losses  through 
the  annual  medical  examination  are  referred  to  the  speech  correct ionist 
for  further  testing,  and  those  children  who  are  in  need  of  special  help 
are  referred  to  the  County  hearing  therapist.  The  school  nurse  refers 
all  schools  children  with  even  a beginning  loss  in  a speech  range  to  the 
parents  for  an  examination  by  the  family  physician  or  hearing  specialist. 

In  the  average  classroom,  much  of  the  teaching  reaches  the  child 
chiefly  through  his  ears.  It  is  easy,  therefore,  to  understand  why  good 
hearing  can  mean  the  difference  between  success  and  failing  in  school. 

Each  school  district  in  Washington  County  employs  a school  nurse. 

The  nurse  makes  use  of  the  pure-tone  audiometer,  a modern  instrument  for 
testing  hearing.  It  is  crucial  that  the  school  discover  as  soon  as 
possible  which  children  have  a hearing  loss.  It  is  a tremendous  job  to 
learn  which  of  the  more  than  twelve  thousand  children  tested  each  year 
have  a hearing  loss  serious  enough  to  interfere  with  their  education. 

The  County  speech  and  hearing  therapist  attempts  to  provide  further 
hearing  analysis  for  children  discovered  through  the  testing  program  who 
have  serious  hearing  losses.  The  County  program  tries  to  place  within 
reach  of  these  children  adequate  educational  rehabilitative  services. 

These  services  may  include  lipreading,  speech  correction  and  auditory 
training  between  the  use  and  care  of  hearing  aids. 
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SPEFCH  IMPROYEFENT 


The  purpose  of  the  first  grade  speech  improvement  program  is  to  work 
with  the  teacher  to  make  children  aware  of  good  speech  and  to  teach  them, 
how  to  produce  the  various  sounds.  The  speech  correctioni st  usually  con- 
ducts a thirty-minute  lesson  in  each  of  the  first  grades,  once  a week. 

The  regular  teacher  remains  in  the  classroom  to  observe  the  improvement 
work  and  is  provided  with  the  materials  and  suggestions  to  follow-up  the 
regular  lessons.  Then  she  conducts  a ten  or  fifteen-minute  speech  period 
daily  at  which  time  she  engages  her  children  in  numerous  speech  activities 
and  projects  to  supplement  the  weekly  improvem.ent  class.  The  speech  corr- 
ectionist  accomplished  some  of  these  objectives  through  records,  stories, 
poems,  speech  games.  The  children  are  given  materials  and  along  with  those 
which  they  collect,  are  pasted  in  a speech  scrapbook.  In  the  first  grade 
speech  improvement  program,  it  is  noted  that  many  minor  speech  deviations 
are  virtually  eliminated,  during  the  course  of  the  program.  Those  children 
needing  further  instructions  are  scheduled  later  for  the  remedial  program, 
which  introduces  a more  concentrated  and  individualized  approach  to  his 
specific  speech  problems  through  small  group  correction  classes. 

During  the  school  year  1958,  59,  more  than  2,500  school  children 
participated  in  speech  improvement  programs  in  the  public  school  of 
Washington  County. 


MENTALLY  RETARDED 


There  are  22  uagraded  classes  for  the  slow  learner  in  Washington 
County.  Education  for  the  educable  mentally  retarded  is  not  different 
in  its  aim  for  education  than  for  any  group  of  children.  The  aim  is  to 
teach  the  individual  how  to  live  better,  to  teach  him  to  use  all  of  his 
capacities,  and  to  teach  him  to  become  a useful  member  of  his  social 
group.

IBM  Test-Scoring  Machine 


Today,  more  and  more  schools  are  taking  advantage  of  electrical 
test-scoring  serviceso  This  office,  in  order  to  meet  this  need  in 
Washington  County,  installed  a new  machine-scoring  service  unit  for 
the  school  year  1954-1955, 

After  careful  study,  it  was  decided  to  limit  the  services  to 
scoring  tests  on  grade  levels  7-12  only.  Assuming  that  the  larger 
schools  in  the  county  would  be  willing  to  help  pilot  this  program 
through  the  first  year,  on  an  experimental  basis,  you  were  invited  to 
use  the  service  on  a pro-rata  share  basis.  Because  of  the  encouraging 
response  w e were  able  to  meet  contract  costs. 

This  office  Y/ill  again  enter  into  a contract  with  the  Inter- 
national Business  Machines  Corporation  for  the  rental  of  a test-scor?» 
ing  machine.  The  annual  rental  is  1528,00,  or  $44,00  each  month. 

Other  costs  of  operation,  including  the  operator,  are  absorbed  by  this 
office,  ^JVhether  or  not  your  school  district  wishes  to  use  this  service 
is  of  m-ajor  interest  to  us. 

The  scoring  and  processing  of  testtresults  is  a very  time-consum- 
ing activity.  In  many  school  systems  it  is  assigned  to  the  classroom 
teacher  as  an  additional  activity.  But  the  scoring  and  process  ing 
of  the  test  results  is  not  the  most  Important  thing  fcr  teachers  to  do. 
The  most  important  thing  for  teache  rs  is  the  full  ut;iJization  of  the 
test  results  in  the  improvement  of  the  learning  activities  of  their 
pupils.  Thus,  by  having  tests  scored  and  processed  by  special  clerical 
ssaffs  and  professional  technicians  or  by  outside  service  organizations, 
the  teacher  gains  more  time  to  teach. 

Assuming  that  the  larger  schools  in  the  County  will  again  wish  to 
participate,  we  have  estimated  amounts  on  the  basis  of  average  dally 
membership  in  grades  7-12  for  districts  likely  to  use  the  service. 

On  this  basis,  if  you  desire  to  use  the  service,  your  pro-rata 

share  would  be  approximately  $ , which  we  v/ould  like  to 

receive  in  one  payment,  in  September,  so  that  we  caii  make  the  monthly 
rental  payments  of  $44,00,  This  program  has  been  assigned  to  Douglas 
Bovjman,  v^ho  is  in  a position  to  furnish  you  information  on  tests  which 
can  be  machine  scored.
